Attacking Power of State Rail- 


road Commission.

Madison, Wis., 'Feb. 17.—The Wis- 
consin spur track law, which gives the 
railroad commission power to order 
industrial tracks, 
is being attacked 
in the federal courts and the case 
will come up for argument in Wash- 
ington one week Irom today. So im- 
portant has the, attorney general's 
office considered the 
case that al- 
though his department is not direct- 
ly involved, he has asked permission 
of the court to file a brief,. 
The case arose in Fond 
du Lac 
county. In June, 1911, the railroad 
commission directed the Northwest- 
ern road to extend an existing spur 
track, connecting with its main line 
of railway, and now terminating upon 
the grounds of the Union Lime com- 
pany, across the land of that com- 
pany's property to the land of the 
Eden Independent Lime and 
Stone 
company.

An action was brought in the cir- 
cuit court of Dane county to set aside 
the order, but it was over-ruled. The 
supreme court of the state sustained 
the circuit court and the Union Lime 
3tone company has now 
appealed 
the case to the United States supreme 
court. 
The Union Lime Stone com- 
pany icon tends that the use which 
the railroad makes of this land is a 
private use. 
"The situation presented in the cir- 
cuit court upon the admitted facts 
was that of a public railroad praying 
.he right to take property of the de- 
fendant by condemnation for the pur- 
pose £>f extending a public spur con- 
nected with its main line of railroad 
and a part of its railroad system," 
says Attorney General Owen in his 
mef. "Under the constitution and 
aws of Wisconsin, as construed by 
ts highest court, lend taken' by a 
railroad corporation for such a pur- 
pose is taken for a public use and the

HAUGEN OFFERS HOPE 


Says State Taxes Will be Less Next 


Year But His Co-Workers ' 


Promises No Permanent 


Relief. 


Further exposition of the tax situa- 


tion in Wisconsin, this time by two 
members of the state tax commis- 
ion who spent Monday in Janesville, 
Nils P. Haugen and 
Prof. T. S. 
•\dams, was enjoyed at the monthly 
meeting 
of 
the 
Congregational 
jrotherhood following the banquet at 
the chur.ch parlors last evening. 
Both of the speakers admitted that 
taxes are higher in Wisconsin this 
year than in the past and Mr. Haugen 
pointed to several important reasons 
for this touching especially on the 
mill tax for school purposes and the 
highway tax. 
Prof. Adams 
on the 
other 
hand, harassed somewhat by 
several questions slightly controvers- 
ial in nature, was inclined to launch 
forth in an attack on some of the 
present critics who are raising the 
cry on high taxation in the state and 
to charge them with 
superficiality 
and undue misapprehension. 


Blames Present System. 
It was perhaps pardonable 
that 
Prof. Adams became somewhat ex 
cited under the circumtsances, am: 
where he might otherwise have been 
clear in liis statements, he actually 
achieved very little in the way ot 
real explanation on several matterb 
which 
Mr. Haugen had, however 
touched upon in liis remarks. 
One vital thing" which no one fail 
ed to understand from ;Prof. Adams 
remarks was that the present high 
cost of government, if it is wrong in 
any .particular, in not due to graft, or 
gross mismanagement on the part o: 
a state administration, or mere loaf 
ing on the part of state employes 
but to defects deep rooted in our.sys 
tern of government which allow the 
shifting of responsibility all along 
the line. It is the cumbersome 'sys 
tern of checks and balances permit 
ting this department and that em 
ploye' or that official 
to "pass the 
buck" which makes it impossible to 
achieve economy and absolute ejfici 
ency, according to Prof. Adams' :con 
tendon. 
,' 
"This trouble is deep down in, the 
American system o£ government,' 
said 
the speaker. "We 
have "hac 
these irritations, and criticisms ,-am 
faultfindness on the matter of tEixa 
tion hundreds, of times in the past 
and the reason is plain because it 
you do not give your public servant; 
responsibility and a certain anrounl 
of latitude and 'freedom, but set one 
to. watch,' the other, and 'some q'rrjgE. 
to watch the other two, no amounTbi 
economizing here and there, cutting 
off on this side or that, will result 
in keeping 'down /expenditures. A 
changi^ in state administration won't 
do it.rialthough'it may ih'old..things-for 
a while, but in the end the 61'd trouble 
will'return"

Prof. Adams' Remedy. 
As for a remedy for tliis situation 
Prof. Adams was "not quite ..defUIite 
He said that what ,was needed, was a 
public, 
affairs board 
with, a grea 
intellect 
and personality .behind i 
which could study out and eliminate 
some of the waste matter in govern 
ment, taking out the unnecessary 
machinery and 
the 
impediment oi 
legal and constitutional limitations 
which hamper on every side. It was 
a. big problem, he submitted, andjje- 
qiiired much deeper study and/.consitl- 
eration than the irritable critic^ <o~1 
today were giving. 
••"-' •'*•*•-' 
Mr. Haugen, who 
was the 
first 
speaker of the evening, went over a 
considerable mass ot figures and sta- 
tistics the most oE which are fairly 
familiar to the public. He analyizecl 
more particularly tile matter contain- 
ed in a table prepared by the tax 
commissipn with reference to the ta.x 
contributions in Rock county which 
were published in the columns of the 
Gazette last week. He proceeded to 
show from these figures th.at the in- 
crease in state expenses was due 
largely to two main sources, the mill 
tax for common school purposes, and 
the state highway tax. 
As for the mill tax, the major por- 
tion was paid back to the .county, but 
for the'reason that this is a rich 
county and that the number of chil- 
dren is rather small in proportion, 
Rock county has not got back the 
whole amount that is raised by the 
~ of a small tax. 


Criticises Highway Law. 
Mr. Haugen went over thoroughly 
.he highway tax proposition showing 
that the, highway tax for state aid 
•oads, including the state, county and 
ownship share in the same was be- 
,ween four and five million dollars 
this year, due to tli.e fact that the 
aw as it now stands encourages the 
:ownships throughout the state to 
Jid for state aid in road construction 
vith the result that highway building 
s being furthered 
abnormally. The

saying that the law as it stands at

so that 
there will not be an attempt made to 
carry on more work that the machin- 
ery and organization provided, will 
warrant. 
For the immediate future Mr. Hau- 
gen felt inclined to offer encourage- 
ment and believed that next year 
state taxes would not be so-high.

Janesville has heard 
from Prof. 


Adams on the high cost of Wisconsin 
government. But instead of sounding 
a note of optimism, or promising any 
sort of relief, or offering an adequate 
solution for the present high taxa- 
tion, Prof. Adams declared that high 
taxes were here to stay; that they 
could not be cut down by economy In 
th.is or that department, or by cutting 
out this or that expense; that a 
change 'in state administration will 
not 
accomplish the desired result. 


Prof Adams advanced the somewhat 
startling proposition that th,e system 
of 
American government was 
at 


fault; he complained of the cumber- 
some system of checks and balances 
which takes away responsibility from 
any one person or department, and 
which hampers free movement along 
ordinary business like channels. 


Prof. Adams was asked what he 


would suggest as a remedy. One 
would expect that he would have 
said immediately that a constitution- 
al convention which would revise i the 
machinery of state government'ac- 
cording to some progressive scheme, 
was what was needed. He may have 
that idea in mind when he suggests 
that the 
scope and 
powers of the 


public board affairs be increased' to 
allow a comprehensive study of;the 
present faults in our governmental 
machinery. He would start up: an- 
other powerful commission to watch 
everything that is going on, and to 
run the state probably, if it could do 
it.

those who heard Prof. Adams''ad- 
dress.

Racine 
Pastor 
Is Genius On First 


Automobile, With $10,000 Bonuo 


Offered For Start. 


It might be of interest in this city, 
regarding the history of the auto- 
mobile. A Racine pastor was 
the 


genius back in 1875, and the credit 
for the first auto goes to Wisconsin. 
John S. Donald secretary of state, 
tells an interesting story of the first 
automobile. He says: 
"The automobile developement in 


•Wisconsin reads like a story of magic. 
In 1875, a $10,000 bonus was offered 
for a start. In 1914, $50,000,pOO is in- 
vested in the motor vehicle. 
"The 
legislature 
of 1875 little 


anticipated the result the agitation for 
a horseless carriage would bring about 
in so short a time. It passed a law 
providing for a bounty of ?10,000 to.be 
paid to the person who invented and 
put into operation a 
machine that 


would 'perform a journey of at least 
20 miles in a continuous line on the 
common read or roads running 
as 


nearly as may be north and south 
within the state and be propelled by 
it own internal power at the average 
rate of speed of at least five miles 
per hour working time.' Another re- 
quirement was that 'it be able to run 
backward and turn out of the road to 
accommodate other vehicles in pass- 
ing and to be able to ascend or des- 
cend a grade of at least 200 feet to the 
mile.' 


Law Is Amended. 


This law was 
amended in 1876 
providing for a statement of progress 
in the manufacture and the intention 
of competing for the bounty, to be 
filed with the ^ecretary of state. We 
find in the vaults eleven notices so 
filed. An act of 187S authorized the 
governor to appoint a commission ol 
three to act as judges at the trial and 
provided for a meeting of the com 
missioners at the city of Madison on 
June 10, 1878. We find no record of 
competition at this trial. In 1879, the 
legislature repealed the bonus laws 
but appropriated $5,000 to be paid to 
five parties as compensation for their 
disbursements and expenses incurred 
in the construction of a steam roac 
wagon but stated 'this act shall nol 
me construed as an admission that 
said wagon was a satisfactory com 
pliance with the requirements.' .This 
would indicate that there; was some 
contention as to the success of the in 
vention. 


"The parties receiving the 
$5,00( 


resided in Winnebago county and 
were F. Shomer, A. W. Farrand, E 
Gallagher, M. T. Battis and J. F: Morse 
This interest by the state in promoting 
the developement of the automobile 
was probobly prompted by a machine 
constructed at Racine about that time 
It was constructed by the Rev. J. W 
Oarhart, a former pastor of Methodisi 
Episcopal church of that 
city. It 
was in the shape of a buggy with two 
engines, each being independent ol 
the other, propelling its 
repective 
drive wheel, thus doing away with dif- 
ferential gear now used on automobiles 
to overcome the difference in the 
travel wheels on curves. A news- 
paper 
article 
describing it, 
says- 


"There were exciting times' updh-1— 
streets-when the automobile f&W 
The first time the preacher appea' 
sparks .were thrown -.16, feet .from'• .^ 
stack, '.and horses became frightened 
and ran! .a\y.ay, rand; many'-'animals 
took totflie wood's, while the;average 
citizen gave the machine a wide range, 
fearing •tner'e would be an explosion.'
